pox, he says, is and has been for some 
time prevalent in London, where quan- 
tities of rags are collected and shipped to 
America and large quantities of Continental 
rags are forwarded to London for shipment 
to American ports. These rags undergo no 
process of disinfection previous to exporta- 
tion, and are very likely agents to con- 
vey the infection o£ cholera or small-pox 
if collected in infected localities. Twenty-

were 
recently 


shipped to New York by the Lydian Mon- 
arch upon therepiesentation that they had 
not been collected in any infected district, 
but investigation showed th.t they caiue 
from Dunkirk, Fiance, where cholera lias 
just broken out. Larae quantities of Con- 
tinental rags are now being foi warded to 
America by way of Hull, a mote dangerous 
port to ship from than either Liverpool ttt 
London.
